Of all 
the manufacturing interests, the making 
of paper has assumed the most gigantic 
proportions, and at some future time 
I will endeavor to give a somewhat de¬ 
tailed description of the manufacture of 
this very important article. Such a des¬ 
cription may be interesting to your 
younger readers. 

We are at present very much in want 
of rain, and crops of all kinds which, up 
to this time have been doing remarkably 
well, willsufferjunless we are favored with 
rain soon.

We 
have as good land as can be found, and 
have teachers for our children, and we 
can as well be spoken of in the papers as 
an honest, industrious, rising people as 
any other race, if we will only do the best 
we can, and try to learn all we can. 

Comment or explanation is uimecessa- 
ry. If I have ^ven a smoother version i 

and I have tried not to——I have also 
robbed it of earnestness and have left 
out, through forgetfulness, many forceful 
remarks. 

You can ofier no greater insult to a 
colored man than to call him a *‘nigger.” 
Little, shining, black boys will fight, and 
explain by, “he called me a nigger,” and 
the term seems to be as appropriately 
used by a coal black urchin to one nearly 
white, as in any other case, but it sounds 
very ludicrous to me. A friend tells me 
that in Florida the term “Socesh nigger” 
18 the most exasperating that could be 
used. I think it means worse than the 
d-i “princaof evil,” 

Have nearly broken my back trying to 
get magnolia blossoms; and yet don't 
regret it, as one flower was worth ten 
times the trouble. (Ry the way I did 
not get the blossom after all, had to call 
for help.)

W oautti ooiiuB in a aay. In tlio win¬ 
ter the boats do not run, and the gravi¬ 
ty railroad dumps it down the side of 
the mountain in piles large enough to 
cover the Empire house, and .there 
a.re a good many such piles. I saw steam 
shovels used to load the boats 
which do the work of the 260 men they 
used to employ with wheelbarrows. 

The business of crushing the coal, 
which is taken from the mines in large 
chunks, is done by heavy machinery, at 
an elevation of 75 or 100 feet from the 
ground. To facilitate, they tell me, the 
work of sifting and sorting the coal into 
8 or 10 different sizes, after the coal 
is crushed it passes into a large <^)en 
mouth wheel, same as ground wheat 
does in our ordinary grist mill,, into what 
they call a bolt. It is a large, round, 
heavy wire screen, where the small coal 
drops through the small part of it an^ 
the larger sizes larger. Then it is mov¬ 
ed in inclined troughs and young boys 
of 12 years old are employed who pick 
out, or pretend to, the slate or what we 
call clinkers—-a terribly dirty work to do. 
The amount of fine dust sifted from the 
coal is perfectly enormous and wonder¬ 
ful to look at, to see acres of it in piles 
76 or 100 feet high. I have seen enough 
of it to bury the village of Mexico out of 
sight. Some may think this a large story, 
but I think I am right. The only use 
it is now put to, is to grade railroads. 
A gentleman on the cars, said' he 
thought that some system would Vje in¬ 
vented for solidifying it, pressing it into 
lumps so that it can be used as fuel and 
not clog the draft. From Hornesdale I 
took the cars to Halley, and there I took 
.a gravity railroad to Scra-ntoi^ a distance 
of 33 miles. I rode up niiie elevations, 
and then we went through the woods, fly¬ 
ing down grade—no steam power only 
to draw us up grade. We went like boys 
sliding down hill. From Scranton to 
Pittston, Wilkesbarre and south, two 
large railroad companies run their roads 
side by side through the mountainous re- 
gioli of Mauchchunk. They follow a 
river; sometimes they are both on one 
side, and they cross each other frequently 
through deep cuts and tunnels, one of 
which is only a few rods less than a mile. 
We woi’e four minutes passing through. 
It was as dark as could be. 

After leaving Wilkesbarre, the scenery 
is very granti_ _ Th^ two companies 
usually start their trains about the same 
time.

Northerners, you 
can know nothing about it. You must 
have the warm sun, the blue sky bend¬ 
ing close above you, th§ cypresses stand¬ 
ing out in the lake, and nodding and 
whispering to the water the secrets which 
an occasional breeze brings, the white 
shell banks stretching off in the distance, 
the long sprays of sea moss floating by, 
the hushed quiet, and the dark faces, so 
Intent upon their sport, which the blaz¬ 
ing sun seems to illuminsfce, and claim 
as a distinctive and central feature of 
this tropical life. An alligator sunning 
Himself on a log aroused us, and a ball 
was sent to tickle his ugly hide, but he 
only rolled off and carried his “Jaw” down 
among the fishes. Another large one come 
along with his ugly IiosaI above water, 
and the boys shot at him also, saying 
that he was largo enough to tip tho boat 
if allowed to get under it, of near enough 
to strike it with his tail. They are often 
found from ten fo twelve feet in length, 
and can strilpe n terrible blow.

On Thursday the American pilgrims 
in Rome were presented with medals es¬ 
pecially struck by command of the pope, 
to commemorate their pilgrimage. The 
pope deputized Signor Rossi to accompa¬ 
ny the pilgi’ims on their visit to the tem¬ 
ples and other monuments of ancient 
Rome. 

On Thursday, the Senate confirmed the 
nomination of J. C. Bancroft Davis, to 
be minister to Germany. 

Governor Dix has vetoed the act to 
simplify and abridge pmcLice and plead¬ 
ings and proceedings in the courts of the 
state. 

At Salt Lake City, the police arrested 
a soldier for disorderly conduct.

with difficulty controlled even.under cov- 
I er—hwlies in the cliurch screamed, chil¬ 
dren cried and onc^ or two faint^; for 
’ there waa ci’ash ou crash of thund® and 
I lightning, and an incessant crack and 
rattle of hail stones from the size of a 
buttenait down to a robin’s egg, and 
^ these driven by tho wind at a hurricane 
t velocity. Neai'ly all the windows on tho 
* north side of tho buildings were lid^l, 
^ and many panes of glass on the wust 
” side of buildings were broken. Tho hail 
■ stoi-m lasted nearly half an hour. But

This incident is 
the history of all oomuifinities, whether 
religious or infidel, wb®e raily one ckss 
of ideas is tolerated. Jx)ok at the vw 
rious nations of the Orient, und there 
you see these ideas illustrated. In those 
nations, uaually, one ^lass of religious 
ideas only is tolerated. Hero in our 
own beloved Occident we are compiini- 
tively pure, jirogressive and. free, 'be¬ 
cause we let every one enjoy, unmolested, 
his peculiar ideas. Every idea thrown 
a])on tho work! tends to awaken ■ the 
mind to acting, and tlm idea will either 
encounter a corresiionding antogoniam I 
or 8 up]X>rt, and out of the seething caul¬ 
dron, truth will bo evolved. No matter 
bow fierce and terrible the meats I aud 
moral combat may be, the truth will 
bear off the palm of victory, and society 
will bo benefited thereby. The means 
that God hw a ppoin te d to put down er¬ 
ror in the world is by Um exercise of 
reason, and a righteous life, Go<l and 
the holy host helping in' the exercise of 
both. Through tlio inscrutable ways of 
providence, He has never put error oi^ 
of the world by physiial force. This 
has often been tri^ but marer succeeded. 
Neither do we expect to put down the 
errorist by shutting our doors and oars 
against him, but keep them Imth open 
and meet him as a man and a brother, 
worthy of attention and notice.

of Her Majesty Queen Victoria was cel¬ 
ebrated yesterday in Belleville, with, if 
not as much display as has been the case 
on many former occasions, certainly with 
as hearty a sense of loyalty due to the 
illustrious lady whose reign has been 
mai’ked by such wondrous progress. 

The weather was highly unfavorable, 
the eyes of those holiday-makers who 
arose early in the morning looking out 
upon heavy clouds, which were hurrying 
over the town from the southward, dis¬ 
charging their contents in a continuous 
heavy shower as they passed, whilst the 
waving tree-tops eji^inc^ that a wind of 
no ordinary force was blowing. Thus, 
many who had intended to make an ex¬ 
cursion to the Thousand Islands by the 
Rochester were deterred from going, 
though a goodly company braved the 
elements and took passage by the boat. 

The same reason also operated against 
the turn out of tho band of the 15th 
which usually, on this annual celebration, 
“awakes the day” with its sweet strains 
in serenading various private residences. 
The more noisy and less sweet detona¬ 
tions of firearms, the sharp crack of the 
fire-crackers, and kindred sounds were 
likewise almost stilled, though a few 
boys were not to be damj^ed in,their ar- i 
dor, and made use of their previously ! 
purchased sleep-disturbei-s in the most' 
appi'oved manner. Many flags were dis¬ 
played from private residences and pub¬ 
lic buildings,' and from the shipping in 
the harbor, in honor of tho day. 

As the forenoon wore on, there was 
but slight appearance of a change for 
the better, and the firemen who had as¬ 
sembled in obedience to tho mandate of 
the Chief Engineer, for their annual 
turn out, which was to have taken place 
at 11 o’clock, were ordered to postpone 
their procession until 1 o’clock. About 
noon, however, the clouds began to dis¬ 
perse, and the violence of the gale to 
abate, and the sun shone out brightly. 

At 1 o’clock the firemen made their 
turn out, and a bettejj appearance they 
never made. The procession was led by 
the band of the 15th, following whom 
came the Moira Hose Company, with 
their hose cart nicely decorated. Next 
were the dark blue uniforms of No. 2, 
which Company also “manned the ropes” 
of a hose cart; then the Merryweather, 
drawn by Roy & Hunt’s fine team of 
bay horses, the engine polished in the 
most careful style. Then came tlie 
Hook & Ladder Company, their gorgeous 
uniform showing off well. In rear of the 
Company came theii’ wagon, drawn by a 
team of handsome horses, owned by Mr. 
W. A. Foster. Next were the Chemical 
Engine Company, with the large “Chem¬ 
ical” tastefully adorned with flowers and 
evergreens, their white, shirts, faced with 
light blue, forming a pretty contrast to 
the reds and blues wliich had preceded 
them : and last, but not least, the Com¬ 
pany from the Deaf and Dumb Institu¬ 
tion, tlieir Captain, Prof. Greene, leading

time at the bead of the line on 
the march. Of tliia Company, ajl were 
deaf mutes except Master Ernest Palmer 
who carried the Union Jack, and man¬ 
aged, notwithstanding the weight of the 
banner and the muddy roads, to bear 
himself like a veteran. Masters Charley 
Elliott, of Toronto, and Headly Grant, of 
of Hamilton, rode on the engine. The 
beautiful banner carried by two members 
of the Company, and which was univer¬ 
sally admired, was presented to the Com¬ 
pany by Mrs. W. Elliott, of Toronto, 
who has two children in the Institute. 
The Dominion flag, borne in, the pro¬ 
cession, was the gift of Mi^. W. W. 
Grant, of H<amilton. The Company 
marched with the .precision of veteran 
soldiers, and much credit is due to Prof. 
Greene, for the perfection in drill to 
which his skillful and patient training 
has brought his mute firemen. The 
West Belleville Chemical Engine Com¬ 
pany did not turn out, owing to the fact 
that their uniforms have not yet been 
completed. Certainly, the procession 
presented a fine appearance as it wended 
its way over the muddy surface of the 
streets, the beautiful and costly flags of 
the different Companies showing off to 
advantage. The physique of the men in 
the older Companies was all that could 
be desired, and the members of the Chem¬ 
ical Company are an active looking lot 
of young men, as indeed they have proved 
themselves to be. 

The route of the procession was as 
usual thronged with spectators, amongst 
whom were the pupils in attendance at 
the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
whose orderly conduct and neat appear¬ 
ance speak well for the careful tmining 
of the Principal of the Institution and 
his subordinates. 

Immediately after the Fire Companies 
had dispersed- to their respective head¬ 
quarters, the band proceeded to Bleeck- 
er’s Grove, where a largely attended pic¬ 
nic, under the auspices of the St. Vin¬ 
cent de Paul Society was held. By in¬ 
vitation of Father Farrelly, the prtpils 
from the Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb attended. The day was- rather 
cool, yet a good deal of enjoyment was 
had, and the mutes were liberally treated 
by the Rev. gentleman w’ho had invited 
them to visit the pic-nic gi’ounds. 

The afternoon passed very quietly in 
town, several hundred persons “killing 
time by promenading on Front street, 
whilst many others sought other means 
of amusing themselves. Tlio night also 
passed off very quietly, the only public 
amusement being a dance in Ontario 
Hall, given by No. 2 Fire Company, at 
which there was a large attendance and 
satisfactory management. Rain began 
to fall again about 9 o’clock, and at that 
hour the celebration may be said to have 
ended. 

The members of the Chemical Engine 
Company were the guests of the deaf- 
mutes at the Institution during the even- 
ing. The hosts entertained their guests 
right heartily, and mirth and amusement 
ruled imtil quite a late hour, when the 
.^ithering separated, with cheers for the 
Oueeu and for the Principal of the In- 
btMion ^Belleville {Canada) Irdelli- 
gencer, May 2G.

On the first of February last, Mr. Al¬ 
phonse Johnson, in addition to his duties 
of instructor, i*eceived an appointment as 
supervisor of the boys during their even¬ 
ing hours of study. Tlierc are thr«?e hun¬ 
dred of them, and when Mr. Johnson 
took charge he found what might he ex¬ 
pected, exuberance of youthful spirit. 
Under close watching they of course did 
very well, but to keep up a strict watch 
from one end of the everdng to the other 
over such a large number of pupils could 
hardly be otherwise than monotonous and 
tiresome. So Mr. Johnson began to 
theorize ; ho is a deaf-mute himself and 
consequently is familiar with the feelings 
of other mutes under varied cii’cum- 
stances. He saw without much thihking 
that if complete attention and order Avere 
to be secured, they must originate in 
some desire or will on the part of the pu¬ 
pil himself. He could not reconcile him¬ 
self to mere compulsion ; and believed 
that outside influence, however excellent 
as a temporary measure, could not be 
lasting. At last he hit upon a plan which 
was to institute a society, calling it the 
S. T. S. society, and requiring every 
member to pledge himself to refrain 
from talking in the study room, in the 
chapel, and during the procession to 
and from the school and tho chapel. He 
proposed to give each member a badge of 
honor, with his society initials and num¬ 
ber printed upon it, entitling the member 
to keep the badge only just so long as 
he observed the i-ules of the society. 
Mr. Johnson carried this plan out to the 
letter and his socie^ has been in exis¬ 
tence six or seven weeks, and now nunor 
bers OA'er two hundred members, and 
yet not a single member has lost his 
badge. The small boys especially think 
that it would be a terrible thing to lose 
their badge, and so great is their dread 
of losing it that Mr. Johnson asures us 
that if some of them in jest accuse anoth¬ 
er of haxdng broken the rules and forfeit¬ 
ed his badge, he will beg to be whipped 
rather than have it taken away ; but 
when he is told his companions are only 
fooling him, his face flashes with smiles. 

During the hours of study an unbroken 
silence prcA’ails in the study room, and 
were the boys not deaf the proverbial 
pin-dropping could be heard. In the i 
chapel the boys sit very still and orderly.

Asked the attributes of the 
several animals there represented, tlie 
children chanted out in their slow and 
foreign accents, “The cow gives milk,” 
“The ducks swim in.tbe Avater,” “The 
bee gives honey.” A higher class re¬ 
peated and wrote down sti ings of figures, 
like 26,000,000, . aiid worked 'sums in 
“bills of par»el3.” Some good Avork was 
exhibited in drawing, a pursuit for which 
the deaf and dumb often display much 
taste. In this section a pupil of the 
school has been decorated by the Science 
and i^irt Department of the Committee 
of Council on Education Avitli a second 
grade certificate. 

The pupils are well instructed in geog¬ 
raphy, the girls in plain and fancy nee¬ 
dle-work. In ansAvering questions some 
of them displayed remarkable intelli-- 
gence. One desci’ibed a visit f © Wales 
with* her sister ; another child being ask¬ 
ed for Avhat Oxford and Cambridge Avere 
famous, replied, Avith unconscious satfre, 
“The boat race.”

Any one pres¬ 
ent who chose would give some word or 
words,either nouns, verbs, adjectives, etc., 
and these words would be written by Prof. 
Smith upon tho blackboard. The pupils 
would construct sentences containing the 
words, which in most cases was done 
neatly and correctly. Questions were 
also asked in history, the Bible, etc. Some 
of the more advanced pupils were given 
tbe name of some historical character, 
and they would write luographical 
sketches of the same, which though brief, 
contained the principal items of interest 
connected thercAvith, showing that their 
knowledge of history is hj no means lim¬ 
ited. Classes in arithmetic were also ex¬ 
amined, and in all the examinations the 
pupils showed that they thoroughly un¬ 
derstood every subjeii; which they had 
studied. The examinations wero perfect¬ 
ly satisfactory ,to all present. There^hafve 
been tAventy-seven pupils in attendance 
at the school during the past year and all 
have made good progress in their studies. 
The next term of school will commence 
in September, and from letters received 
from different persons there are good in¬ 
dications of an increased attendance at 
that timeovei- the past year.

Lecturo ’before the Manhattan Literary 
Association. 


A lecture Avas delivered before the 
Manhattan Literary Association,, on 
Thursday, May 27th by Prof. H. W. 
Syle, the subject being “Chemistry.” 
Prof. Sylo intendad to illustrate it with 
exjierinients, but was unable to procure 
the necessary apparatus from the School 
of Mines, Columbia, C'ollege, (of which 
he is a member.) . Extensive additions 
are being made to the buildings, and 
the old parts are being re-arranged, 
in consequence of Avhich the laboi'o- 
torics have been closet! earlier thrin 
usual and the apparatus was packetl up 
and removed only tho day Sefore. But 
though the omission of the experiments 
was a disappointment to all, the unusual¬ 
ly large audience that gathered apjAeared 
amply repaid for coming by tbe very 
interesting nature of the lecture. Taking 
the simplest and commonest illustrations, 
the lecturer showed how the great facts' 
of chemistry govern our daily occupa¬ 
tions and our very life depends ujxm 
themj while he related some amusing 
anecdotes showing how tho alchemists of 
the dark ages had imposed upon the 
princes of that, time, most of whom could 
not even I’ead or write. 

It is hoped then that arrangements 
will he made for a course of lectures with 
experimentf), next winter. If the pro¬ 
posed evening classes can bo formed, 
and Prof. Syle induced to remain in New 
"i: ork and take charge of them, his ex¬ 
perience as a teacher of the highest 
classes in the N. Y. Institution will en¬ 
able him to suit tbe experiments and ex¬ 
planations to the wants of the spectators 
and an interpreter will be unnecessary ’ 

After Prof. Syle bad concluded, Mr. 
Jobn Carlin made some very interestino- 
remarks, in the coui’se of which he dwelt 
at some length upon the noble science of 
Astronomy; and finally told how a coun¬ 
try fellow had outwitted a traveling “ma¬ 
gician,” by pocketing the gold piece into 
which the latter pretended to have turn¬ 
ed his copper jiepny. Brief remarks Avere 
also made by some other gentlemen.
